ABSENTEE PROCEDURE FOR MALE STUDENTS 
ATTENDING EAST CENTRAL JUNIOR COLLEGE 


Absences from class are one of three kinds: excused, official 

or unexcused. 

Unless permission has been granted by the proper administrative 
officer before the absence occurs, the only excused absence Is absence 
due to sickness on the part of the student himself, or sickness or death 
In the immediate family, and then only if the student's presence at home 
Is necessary. 

Official absences are those Incurred while the student Is away 
representing the school in some official capacity. 

All other absences are unexcused. 

THE FOLLOWING PROCEDURE WILL BE FOLLOWED BY MALE DORMITORY STUDENTS IN 
OBTAINING A RE-ADMIT SLIP FOR AN EXCUSED ABSENCE: 

Sick in the Dormitory 

1. On the day the absence occurs, the student must sign his name to 
the sick list in the Dean of Men's office. 

2. Periodically during the day, this list will be reviewed and the 
Dean of Men will visit the sick students to determine if they 
need medical attention. 

3. At the end of the day the sick list will be turned in by the 
Dean of Men to the Registrar who in turn will write excused 
re-admlt slips. These slips may be picked up at the Regis¬ 
trar's office the day following the absence, presented to the 
teachers for the classes missed, and returned to the Regis¬ 
trar's office. 

4. No excuses will be written for any student whose name does not 
appear on the sick list on the day the absence occurs.

1. On the day the student returns to the campus, a written state¬ 
ment from a doctor or the student's parents must be presented 
to the Dean of Men, The student's name will then be placed 

on the sick list for that day. 

2. The student will then pick up his excused re-admit slip from 
the Registrar's office the following day. 

3. No excuses will be written for any student who does not report 
to the Dean of Men on the first day he returns to the campus 
as a result of being sick at home. 

THE FOLLOWING PROCUDURE WILL BE FOLLOWED BY MALE COMMUTING STUDENTS IN 
OBTAINING A RE-ADMIT SLIP FOR AN EXCUSED ABSENCE: 

1. On the day the student returns to school he must present a 
written statement from a doctor or his parents explaining 
his absence to the Registrar. 

2. The Registrar will then write him an excused re-admit slip which 
the‘student will present'“to the teachers for the classes mis- : 
sed and then return to the Registrar's office. 

3. No excuses will be written for any student who does not report 
to the Registrar on the first day he returns to the campus. 

THE FOLLOWING PROCEDURE WILL BE FOLLOWED BY ALL MALE STUDENTS IN OBTAIN¬ 
ING A RE-ADMIT SLIP FOR AN UNEXCUSED ABSENCE: 

1. The student will report to the Registrar to obtain a re-admit 
slip. No student will be admitted to class after an afsence 
without a re-admit slip. 

2. The student will present the re-admit slip to the teacher for 
his signature and then return the slip to the Registrar's 
office.
